SeNATos CuLnLos of Illinois has in-
troduced a Honnepin amendment to the
river and harbor bill, suthorizing the
secrotary of war to taka the preliminary
measures for constructing a ship cauval
from Chicago to the Mississippi. The
scheme to connect the Mississippi with
Lake Miohigan is a very old meusure
that has been agitated for yeurs, Dut
conguvess hns never gone farther than
to survey a route, and tho state of Illi-
nois has considered the project of too
little commercial value to appropriate n
dollar toward it. If the enterprise
promised a fair roturn for the moncy
invested, the canal would have been
built long ago by private capital. Canal
building is not muech in favor, and the
Hennopin project if undertalcen muay
turn out an exponsive experiment.

TRREE-QUARTERS of the delegates to
the untional republican convention have
abready been elected. Nineteen states
have chosen their delegates at largo.
Fivo states will be added this weex,
New Hampshire, Michigan, New Jer-
gey, Kansas and Wisconsin.

Ir is reported that the outlook is un-
favorable for the American wheat crop
of 1857-8, If this ba so, will the price
of that commedity rise in the Liverpoal
murket?  Considerable umeasiness is
nlready folt in loreign markets that any
diminution 1n the export of wheat from
this country will seriously affect the
market price of that product, England
draws ber wheat supplies from the
United States, Hussis, India and Aus-
tralia in the order named.

Sowing the Winds,

As hnd heen foreshadowed the rail-
ropds were triumphant at the Ashland
conventipn, Charles Greeno, the attor-
ney of the Chieago, Burlington &
Quinay, snd O, O, Bates, attorney of
the Chicago & Rook Ialand, were chosen
in the first ballot to represent the re-
publicans of the First district of No-
braska at the national eonvention. The
rapublioans of Douglns county, had
surrendered to Greene in advance,
and he went into the convention with a
support of his awn saleotion. That
shamaeless act of enpitulation to railrond
diotation Tur BgrR has alveady con-
demned, as 1t desorved. The rapub-
licans ol Guge county ssom to have
been no less sabservient to the demands
of thé corporations.

Thus the formality of an election was
littsle better than a fares. Corporate
monopoly was in the saddle, and with
fte usual mudacity it rode rough-shod
ovoer what faable opposition it encouns
tored, The republicans of the wealth-
iost snd most populous district in
Nebraska will thereforo b
represented ot Chieago by two
men whose ontire interests and sympa-
thies are wrapt up with the railronds,
one of which is even now at war with
labor, and whntever influence these men
onn exert upon the national convention
will be used Lo commit the party to the
causo of corporate monopoly and in op-
position to any eandidate whose sympu-
thios are known to be with the peopla
aguiost such monopoly. Could nnything
more deploruble have happoned for the
rapublicans of this district and of the
state?

We agnin warn the republicans of
Nebraska that theve ave breakers ahend
if nsupreme and successful sffort is not
made o defeat any [further plans
of the railroads to foist their
hirelings  upon the pat 10
misropresent it in the uational con-
vention. There is still achance for the
parly to repudiate this corporate dicta-
tion, nnd all who desire its future suc-
coss will await with anxious solicitude
to see il it hos the wisdom and the
courage to do this.

That Elevator Trust,

The editor of THre BEE has received
a letter from Patrick Egan, in which he
emphatioally denies that he has any
connection with any grain elevator
trust, or that he is especially in the in-
terest of the Burlington rond. Our in-
formation with regard to Mr. Egan and
the grain elevator trust wns obtnined
some weoeks ago by dispatehes from Lin-
coln, which had appearcd in the St
Louls (Flobe-Democrat,  In that telegram
Mr. Egan wus representod as the lead-
ing spirit of the new trust, which, it wus
predicted, would soon include one hun-
dred and thirty elevators, operated on
the line of the Burlington road.

The only information procurable ab
this timo as rogards the trust is embod-
ied in thoe following articles of incorpo-
ration, now on file in the oMea of the
socretary of state at the capitol:

ATICLES OF INCORPORATION.

Enow All Men By These Presents: That
the subscribers hereto hereby associate them-
selves together as a body corporate and politic
undar and in pursuance of the statute of the
state of Nebraska, aud adopt for their gov-
ernment the following articles of incorpora-
tion:

Article [. The namae of such incorporation
shall be “Nebraska Elevator and Grain com-
piny."

Article 1. The general nature of the busi-
noss of sakl corporation shall be the owning
and operating of grain elevatora ln Nebraskn
nnd adjoining states und the buying, selling,
storing and shipping of corn, wheat, rye,
onts, barley, flaxsecd and other graling,

Articie 111, The principal pluce of trans-
acting the business of said incorporation shall

Artiole V. The capital stock of this incor-
poration shall consist of flve thousand dol-
lars, divided into shares of one hundred
($100) dollars each, but she board of directors
may at uny time, and from time to time, in-
crense such capital by awmajority vote en-
tered upon the records to an  wggregate
amount not excecdingiwo million dollars,
and may in lUke manner, by a unanimous
vote further incroase said stock from time to
Uwe until the aggregate amouunt thercof
shall reach fAve million dollars,

Subsoriptions to the capltal stock shall be
payable ten (10) per cent at the dute of sub-
acription and the residue thereof when-
ever roquired by the board of directora; pro-
vided that the said board may receive con-
veyances to said incorporation of grain cle-
vators, cribs, warchouses and wachinery,
and other proporty necessary and convenient
to be used in she business of said corporation
at the fale value thereof, in payment to an
equal nmount fer subscriptions to sald capi-
tul stock.

Wil Mr. Dorsey Explain ?

The present indications are favorable
to the venomination of Mr, Dorsoy in
the Third congressionunl distriet, He is
reported to have secured the delega-
tiong from most of the counties, and ho
and his friends arve said to foel entirely
confident of the result. They have been
working industriously and zealously to
this end, and their labors appear to
have been thus far sienally sucecessful.
It is among the probabilities that NMr.
Dorsey will be renominated by accla-
mation, though he muy deem it expedi-
ent to allow a ballot in order to gratify
some of his competitors with u com-
plimentary vote, It  would have
the appearance of  magnanimity,
and mightdo Mr. Dorsey more good
than would & renomination by acelama-
tion. If there is any advantage to bo
gained in this way or wny other Mr,
Dovsey may be trusted 10 discover it.

Mr. Dorsey has been among his con-
stituents for some days, but so far as we
have heard ho has offered no explann-
tion of his last change of frout on the
question of tariff reform. Will hoe do
so? It will be remembered that before
the nssembling of congress Mre. Dovsey
submitted 1o one or more interviews, in
which be stated that be was in favor of
a rovision of the tariff and o reduction

of dutics. Having been oune of
the strongest protectionists  this
anpouncament that he had
changed,  or materially modi-

tled his views, was heralded throughout
the country s o notable example of the
progress tariff reform views were malk-
ing, particularly in the west. M.
Dorsey awoke one moraing o tod him-
self wlmost fumous. He enjoyed the
distinction of belng included in the list
of tarll reformers for severul months,
when the apnouncement camo that he
would speak in the house in opposition
to the Millsbill, He did so, und we huve
the speech belore us in the Congressional
Reeord of May 2, where it occupios
nearly six puges. We do not find in
this speech u single statement or inti-
mation that its suthor is in fuvor of uny
general revision and reduction of tariff
duties, On the coulrary Vhe spocch is as
uncompromising in defense of high-
tarlf protection as anmy that has been
delivered in oongress sines the tarif
debuto begun. 1f there is any supporter
of the existing tari® policy in congress
who has showu leas disposition than Me.
Dorsoy, as disclosed in  his speech, tw
make apy concession toward tarifl re-
form we do not know who he is,

Wao do not propese now Lo discuss the
views presented by Me. Dorsey on the
floor of the bhouse of represeniatives,
though it may come in order to doso
horeafter. What we werely desire to
suggest s that the former copstitucnts

of Mr. Dorsoy have a right to an
explanation of his reasons, after
having heralded 0 the country

that he was in favor of taviff revision
and reduetion, for changing frout and
again marshaling himselt squarely
upder the busneer of bigh-tarifl protes-
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tion. The greaf mejority of them ap-
penr to be ag@in dieposed to give him
thoir confldenfle for another term in
congress, and every oonsideration of
honor and duty demands that he shall
toll them frankly and fally why an ns-
surnnce ho gave Teas than 8ix months
ago hns not bean kapt, and why ho ad-
vocates the mafntenance of a policy
which most of Kis constituents know to
be inimical to their interests and wel-
fare. An explahation from Mr. Dorsey
is due nnd will b8 awaited with great
interost. e

the man with the vory highost quulities of
lesdership and shows him (0 be in full sccord
with the higher aspirations of the liberal
thought of the time, not only in his own coun-
try, but throughout the world,

ernwent 1s not chgdking., The vote in the
rural parts of L}u.'.. department was much
more serious and significant than the voto of
Paris, and an oftsgl fo it was much to be
desived by the frigagds of the republic. This
soems to have boon furnished, since 1t is on-
nounced that the . municipal elections **have
given hope to the vernmoent,” and eapect-
ally that the Baulfingist distvicts for the
most part have returned conservatives, It
i3 not easy to reconclle these returns with the
overwhoelming votg by which General Bou-
langer himsell wasichoson.  The explanation
may le in the account that hoas already been
given of the spureds, of the geoeral's popu-
larity. Wao were yﬁumd,uud it s not lm-
prabable, that the votes for him were not
votes for his supposed *‘poliey' a0 wmuch as
testimonies  of  gratitude tor  the el-
forta he made as minister of  war
to  promote tha comfort of the pri-
vate soldiers.

The arrival of the mouth of May without
bringing the Russians has encouraged tho
Bulgarinns to think that Prince Fepdinand
misy after all be lefl to rule over them.
